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Service Budgets Completed 


Officials of the War and Navy Depart- 
ments were informed this week of the 
amount of money allowed them in the 
1934 budget to be presented to Congress 
next month. 

Although details of the estimates are 
not given out until the President delivers 
his budget message to Congress the open- 
ing day of the session, it is understood 
that the Navy has been cut $17,000,000 
and the Army somewhere in the neigh- 
borhood of $50,000,000. The greater 
part of the War Department reduction 
however, has been made in construction 
items, housing and rivers and harbors 
work. 

No reduction in personnel is provided 
for either the Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps by the budget, present officer and 
enlisted strengths being maintained. The 
Marine Corps recommendation, however, 
that their enlisted. strength be brought 
back from 15,343 to 16.000 which would 
effect the traditional one to. five ratio 
with the Navy, was overruled by the 
Bureau of Budget. 

Civilian components of the Army have 
taken a slash, it is understood. Hope is 
entertained. however. that some of the 
funds will be restored before submission 
of the estimates. Naval aviation also 
has been hit. funds for new aircraft 
being cut. Reconsideration of the reduc- 
tion is being urged before the Bureau of 
the Budget. 

Hearings on the Army estimates will 
begin Nov. 21 before the House sub- 
committee on military appropriations. 
The Navy bill will not he considered 
until about Feb. 1. 





Indianapolis Trials Held 


Final trials on the Indianapolis, were 
held this week. and if special tests of 
the steering apparatus are concluded 
successfully the new heavy cruiser will 
go into commission Nov. 15. 

The first dock trials held last month 
resulted in the steering motor breaking 
down due to the failure of the “gov- 
ernor”’ to work properly. Repaired by 
the contractor, new trials were held and 
if, suitable to naval officials the vessel 
will be accepted on the 15th, the sched- 
uled delivery day, and placed on the 
Navy rolls.

Army Branch Chiefs 
Make Annual Reports 


Annual reports of the Chief of Coast 
Artillery, Chief of Cavalry, Chief of Air 
Corps and Chief of Ordnance, covering 
the fiscal year ended June 30, 1932, were 
made public at the War Department 
this week.

Extracts from the annual report of 
Maj. Gen. John W. Gulick, Chief of 
Coast Artillery, for the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1932, follow: 

My observations during the past two 
years, supplemented by a study of re 
ports covering administrative and tac- 
tical inspections and target practices, 
convince me that the Regular Army 
units of the Coast Artillery Corps have 
maintained a high state of training, that 
the extensive seacoast artillery materiel 
in the harbor defenses within the con- 
tinental United States has been kept in 
a satisfactory state of maintenance, and 
that the morale of the enlisted and com- 
missioned personnel of the Coast Artil- 
lery Corps is high. 

Organization and Training 

The policy of requiring seacoast artil- 
lery organizations to conduct training in 
the operation of antiaircraft guns, ma- 
chine guns and searchlights has been 
continued and is considered a sound one. 
This policy will go far toward insuring 
that all officers and enlisted men in the 
Coast Artillery Corps are trained to per- 
form the duties of both antiaircraft and 
seacoast artillerymen. 

A study of the reports of target prac- 
tices conducted by seacoast gun batteries 
indicates that satisfactory results were 
attained despite a considerable reduction 
in ammunition allowances. It is believed 
that further cuts in these allowances 
will adversely affect the training of these 
organizations. The same remarks hold 
true with regard to the Regular Army 
antiaireraft artillery organizations. 

Certain exercises were conducted 
which should prove of importance in 
developing the technique of seacoast ar- 
tillery. Experimental long range firings 
with 16-inch guns were held in the Ha- 
waiian Department during April and 
May 1932. These firings should go far 
toward developing .an effective means 
for controlling long range fire when air 
observation alone is available. Two 14- 
inch guns were moved from the Pacific 
to the Atlantic end of the Panama Canal, 
placed in position, and target practice 
conducted. An exercise involving the 
employment of railway artillery in the 
defense of the Atlantic coastline was 
conducted in the II Corps Area in May 
1932. <A very satisfactory tactical prob- 
lem was drawn up and a battalion of 
the 52d Coast Artillery left Fort Han- 
cock, New Jersey, for Wildwood Crest, 
New Jersey, at 8.00 A. M. The distance 
covered was 190 miles and the guns were 
emplaced and ready to fire by nightfall. 

The Chief of the Air Corps and the 
Chief of Ordnance are cooperating in the 
development of a suitable instrument to 
be used in controlling the fire of long 
range guns with air observation alone.

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Service Committees 
Changed by Elections 


Friends of Nationa] Defense watched 
the election returns with a keen eye this 
week, noting the effects on the careers of 
their friends and opponents in the House 
and Senate. 

Democratic control of the Senate in 
the next Congress, and possible in the 
Winter session of the present Congress, 
will mean an overturn in the chairman- 
ships of the committees which control 
service affairs. Those who have studied 
the situation believe it likely that Sena- 
tor David I. Walsh, of Massachusetts, 
will succeed Senator Hale as chairman 
of the committee on Naval Affairs, while 
they forecast that Senator Hugo L. 
Black, of Alabama, will replace Senator 
David A. Reed as chairman of the com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. 

Unless there is a shakeup of commit- 
tee assignments in the House (often 
talked of, but seldom accomplished) the 
service will have the same committee 
chairman to deal with in the next Con- 
gress as they have in this one—Repre- 
sentative Collins and Ayres for chair- 
man of the sub-committee on War and 
Navy Appropriations, and Representa- 
tives McSwain and Vinson as chairman 
of the committees on Army and Navy 
legislation. 

Should Senator Black get the chair- 
manship of the Senate Committee on 
Military Affairs, many see an early ef- 
fort to secure a promotion bill. Sen- 
ator Black is believed to entertain pro- 
motion beliefs similar to those of Repre- 
sentative McSwain, who already has 
promised action at the earliest possible 
occasion on a bill containing elements 
of the revision of the promotion list. 

The return of Maj. Gen. Charles H. 
Martin, USA-Ret., as representative 
frem Oregon is a bright spot in the 
election returns. General Martin’s tire- 
less and effective work in behalf of Na- 
tional Defense in the last session will 
be long remembered. It is to be sin- 
cerely hoped that the House leaders will 
place General Martin on the Appropria- 
tions Committee in the next Congress. 

Another election that pleases is that 
of 1st Lt. John H. Hoeppel, USA-Ret., 
from California on the Democratic ticket. 
Lieutenant Hoeppel, who retired from 
the Army as a master sergeant and who 
was made a lieutenant under the War 
Rank bill. has done some splendid work 
as editor of The Retired Men’s News. 
He has a well grounded knowledge of 
National Defense and its personnel and 
undoubtedly will be an important factor 
in the next Congress. 

Among the losses to National Defense 
is the defeat of Representative William 
R. Coyle of Pennsydvania, a former 
Marine Corps officer and member of the 
committee on Naval Affairs. His loss 
will be keenly felt. The failure of Capt. 
Robert Henderson, USN-Ret., of Long 
Beach, Calif., to be elected on the 
Republican ticket is a source of keen re- 
gret throughout the Navy. The Army 
lost a sincere friend in Representative 
Barbour, of California, who was not re- 
turned. 

There is considerable conjecture as to 
who will be chairmen of the Senate Com-

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Press Discusses Navy Building Holiday And Chances For Arms Conference 


The five month extension of the building holiday and the possibilities of an 
arms limitation agreement being reached at Geneva this winter have been the 
subject of discussion in the editorial columns of the American press of late. Some 
of the editors view the truce as futile because of the numerous exceptions insisted 
on by various nations, while others are hopeful that it is a forerunner cf a general 
reductions in armament. 





“The fact that the United States and the other leading military powers of the 
world have agreed to a four month’s extension in the armament holiday, which is 
to come to an end on November 1, is only of negative importance,” states the 
Minneapolis Tribune. “Conceived just a year ago, the armament holiday idea was 
intended to serve as a preliminary to the general disarmament conference. After 
the limitations had been affixed to the armament holiday proposed originally by the 
Italian government last fall, its effectiveness had been considerably foreshortened. 
The disarmament conference which followed was no less barren of practical results. 
* * * The only value of the holiday has been to provide a better atmosphere for 
the general disarmament conference and it has put a definite curb upon additional 
naval construction.” 





“The armaments truce, now extended from November 1 to March 1, is an 
attempted sheet-anchor,” the Christian Science Monitor says. “It does not prevent 
construction of ships or manufacture of arms authorized by existing treaties or 
legislative programs. But it blocks building which comes under the category of 
‘unpleasant surprises,’ and gives every government a fairly accurate idea of what 
other nations are constructing. In that sense, it provides a favorable atmosphere 
for the Disarmament Conference. 

“Moreover, the truce is always available for extension from time to time, as 
the conference prolongs its work, and if finally the nations should not reach agree- 
ment on a treaty, they could always extend the truce for an even longer period, 
accepting it as a diplomatic safeguard against an unlimited armaments race. * * * 
In this tenuous shape, the truce has continued to be the last line of defense of the 
Disarmament Conference. It is a diplomatic way out if worse comes to worst.” 





“Fundamental differences persist between the American and British viewpoints 
on curtailment of naval armaments,” declares the Washington Star. “The Wash- 
ington Government holds to the Hoover formula of a direct cut in gross tonnage up 
to thirty-three and a third per cent. The London government proposes a reduction 
in the size and gun-caliber of battleships and of cruisers and smaller aircraft car- 
riers. * * * It is not necessary to go the length of adopting the view that the 
British formula is ‘fraudulent.’ It is conceived rather, it is fairer to believe, in

“The British Government,” the Philadelphia Bulletin avers, “is reported at 
this time to be strongly disposed, as the result both of Washington pressure and 
of the demand of British friends of disarmament, to do something really effective 
in naval reduction, such as foregoing replacements and otherwise modifying jts 
construction program to a degree that will justify the Urfited States in not building 
up to the previous parity agreements. Admiralty pressure makes the London Gor. 
ernment condition its action on corresponding action by France and Italy. Byt 
a Government headed by a MacDonald could afford to take a bolder line for real 
reduction. The Hoover proposal, with the imposing British endorsement which jt 
has received, gives it the chance to do the ‘big thing’ which the Prime Minister 
professes to desire.”

The lessons gained in the long range 
firings in Hawaii, referred to in this 
report, should give much impetus to this 
development. 

A new subaqueous sound ranging in- 
stallation has been constructed by the 
Signal Corps and is now being submitted 
to service test. 

Antiaircraft Development 

When viewed from very limited train- 
ing requirements, satisfactory progress 
has been made in the procurement of 
equipment for mobile antiaircraft regi- 
ments of the Regular Army. ‘The pro- 
curement of equipment for antiaircraft 
instruction in the six harbor defense 
training centers in the United States has 
been less satisfactory. Including the 
1933 appropriations, funds have been 
made available for but two sets of anti- 
aircraft fire control instruments for 
these harbor defenses. The progress of 
the searchlight procurement program is 
considered altogether unsatisfactory. 

No progress has been made in estab- 
lishing a definite policy with reference 
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to the war reserve of antiaircraft ma- 
teriel. I believe that a minimum war 
reserve of new antiaircraft equipment 
sufficient to equip all National Guard 
antiaircraft regiments, should be estab- 
lished. 

A new 3-inch antiaircraft gun with a 
single axle mount is now being manu- 
factured. This gun and mount weighs 
about one-half that of the present 3-inch 
antiaircraft gun and mobile mount; it 
will have a greater maneuverability and 
its peace and war procurement will be 
more rapid and at a considerable reduc- 
tion in cost. 

Considerable progress has been made 
in the development of a gas recoil 
mechanism for 3-inch antiaircraft guns. 

The extensive antiaircraft searchlight 
exercises held at Fort Humphreys dur- 
ing the fall of 1931 proved the metal 
mirror to be a very satisfactory substi- 
tute for the expensive glass mirror. The 
range obtained with the metal mirror 
was approximately 90% of that obtained 
by the glass mirror while the character 
of the team was superior. These exer- 
cises also demonstrated the great value 
of night glasses in picking up airplanes 
at night. 

A 2colored tracer machine gun bullet 
has been developed and will be given a 
service test in the coming year. It is 
believed that this bullet will facilitate 
the control of machine gun fire by tracer 
observation. No satisfactory antaiair- 
eraft machine gun sight has yet been 
developed for use at ranges beyond the 
burn-out range of the tracer bullet. 

New stereoscopic height finders manu- 
factured in the United States have been 
tested and found to be equally as good 
as, if not superior to, those manufac- 
tured abroad. 

A 2station synchronous height finder 
system has been developed and will be 
tested in the near future. 


Harbor Defense Projects 

The Harbor Defense Board has pre- 
pared revised projects for a number of 
harbor defenses embraced in the several 
coastal areas and I believe that the 
whole matter will be cleared up and 
necessary recommendations made to the 
War Department by January 1, 1933. 
The revised projects provide for the eli- 
mination of all guns and accessories now 
installed of questionable value, for the 
modernization of elements to be retained 
and for additional armament whenever 
deemed necessary. In the revised proj- 
ects the maximum use is made of mov- 
able armament of all types and fixed in- 
stallations are reduced to the minimum. 
When the harbor defense projects are 
finally approved considerable economies 
will be effected and the system of harbor 
defense which will result therefrom will 
be more flexible and, in my opinion, more 
efficient than the present system. 


National Guard and Reserves 

On recommendation from this office, 
the War Department has recently in- 
stituted new regulations for National 
Guard seacoast target practices which 
will result in a 90% cut in the records 
now required to be kept of seacoast tar- 
get practices. I believe that this change 
will prove a very beneficial one as the 
time devoted to field training by the 
National Guard is so limited that as 
much of it as possible should be devoted 
to practical military work. 

The antiaircraft artillery organiza- 
tions are equipped with an antiquated 
fire control system which is so inefficient 
as compared with up-to-date equipment 
that its use affords little training value 
and is actually harmful to morale. 

The Coast Artillery units of the Or- 
ganized Reserve Corps are in a healthy 
state. 

On the recommendation of this office 
the War Department will institute a 
three-year trial at the University of 
Pittsburgh of a program of instruction 
which is decidedly more liberal than 
the present War Department program. 
It is believed that the program under 
trial will prove to be better fitted for 
the purpose of affording a military edu- 
cation to men of the high intelligence 
possessed by members of the R. - 2. ©. 
units.

craft artillery there remains a large field 
for investigation and further develop- 
ment. Antiaircraft artillery must keep 
abreast of developments in aircraft and 
air tactics. These facts emphasize the 
necessity for adequate funds for develop- 
ment projects. . 

The problem of developing means for 
controlling antiaircraft machine gun fire 
at ranges beyond the burn-out tracer 
range remains unsolved. 

The outstanding needs of the Coast 
Artillery at present are additional per- 
sonnel and funds for the accomplishment 
of approved projects. The acceleration 
of the program for procurement of anti- 
aircraft material for the Regular Army 
and National Guard is of primary im- 
portance. 





Chief of Cavalry 











Extracts from the annual report of 
Maj. Gen. Guy V. Henry, Chief of 
Cavalry, for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1932, follow: 

In general, the morale of the Cavalry 
personnel is high and they take great 
pride in their arm; this in spite of in- 


adequate pay to meet necessary ex- 
penses and many other discouraging 
factors. 


The number of Cavalry reserve officers 
is sufficient for emergency needs as far 
as the country as a whole is concerned. 

Strength Inadequate 

War plans—In connection with this 
subject, I wish to reiterate the convic- 
tion expressed in my report of last year, 
that the strength of the Cavalry under 
present plans is inadequate to fulfill the 
missions contemplated for it. 

The 26th Cavalry has been re- 
organized with a view to increasing its 
effectiveness for the special role which 
it is destined to fulfill in the event of 
war. This organization now provides 
for two squadrons, each consisting of a 
rifle troop and a machine-gun troop: 
and in addition a regimental heavy ma- 
chine-gun troop and a regimental head- 
quarters and headquarters troop. 

Experimental Regimental Organization 

With a view to increasing the fire- 
power and mobility of the cavalry regi- 
ment and of giving it additional defense 
against attacks of armored vehicles, an 
experimental re-organization of the 2nd 
Cavalry (Fort Riley, Kansas) for one 
year has been authorized by this office. 
This re-organization is purely a tem- 
porary one, and is intended solely for 
practical observation of its tactical ef- 
fectiveness. The salient features em- 
bodied in this project are: 

(1) The incorporation of a platoon (4 
cars) of armored cars in the head- 
quarters troop. 

The addition of a .50-caliber ma- 
chine-gun platoon (8 guns), in 
pack, to the machine-gun troop, 
for anti-armored vehicle defense. 
(3) The substitution of light trucks 
for the escort wagons of the regi- 
mental train. 

Final report upon this project will be 
rendered at about this time next year. 

Anti-aircraft training—The importance 
of adequate offensive tactics for use 
against hostile aviation is fully ap- 
preciated by the Cavalry. Every effort 
is being made not only to create a uni- 
form appreciation of the menace from 
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The Atlantic Fleet will spend the winter 
on the Pacific Coast.

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the air, but also to develop a uniform, 
effective and vigorous defense against 
aerial molestation. 

Combat cars—During the past winter 
three experimental combat cars T-1 were 
delivered to Ft. Knox, Ky., where they 
are now undergoing tactical test by 
Cavalry personnel. The Combat Car T-2 
has not yet been released to the Cavalry 
for service test. At present it is under- 
going some improvement at the Rock 
Island Arsenal. 

From experience gained with the two 
above-mentioned types, studies have al- 
ready been completed on another vehicle 
which, it is expected, will fulfill neces- 
sary requirements for Cavalry combat 
cars. 

Armored cars—Twelve new armored 
ears T-4 (six-wheel, for wheel drive) 
equipped with real armor, are practically 
completed and will very soon be turned 
over for assignment. This vehicle is 
quite satisfactory for road reconnais- 
sance purposes and possesses a fair de- 
gree of cross-country ability. It has 
been adopted standard as to type for 
limited procurement and, more recently, 
recommended for classification as stand- 
ard, M-1. 

Comprehensive field tests made during 
the past year point definitely to the fact 
that multi-wheel driven vehicles gives 
appreciably greater cross-country ability 
than the two-wheel drive type. Front 
wheel drive adds greatly in this respect. 

Personnel carriers—In order to give 
the required mobility for transport of 
machine-gun components of the me- 
chanized regiment, a vehicle possessing 
far more cross-country ability than that 
found in any wheeled vehicle is de- 
manded. Much intensive study has been 
devoted to this problem by the chiefs 
of Cavalry and Ordnance. It is believed 
that a vehicle of the light truck type 
with half-track driving unit, now under 
study, offers much prospect of being the 
solution. 

In any of the above types of vehicles, 
the question of giving them reasonable 
road mobility is easily solved. However. 
the problem of giving them not only suf- 
ficient cross-country ability but. as well, 
a flexibility that does not involve costly 
maintenance, is a matter of difficult solu- 
tion. In a theatre of operations, vehicles 
of mechanical cavalry must of necessity 
operate off the roads a large proportion 
of the time. For this they must possess 
a high degree of dependable maneuver- 
ability, economically maintained, at 
reasonable speeds across country. 

Sufficient funds are needed to procure 
the necessary vehicles for mechanized 
units, for extended test and establish- 
ment of a tactical doctrine for their em- 
ployment. 

Automatic arms—Development of the 
new .50 caliber air-cooled machine gun. 
which is carried on horse pack, as well 
as in armored vehicles, has progressed 
very satisfactory. It is now under ser- 
vice test and gives every promise of 
warranting early adoption as a suitable 
weapon for use against armored vehicles 
that are likely to be encountered by 
either horsed or mechanized Cavalry 
units. Procurement funds should be fur- 
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nished, to follow the expected early 
standardization of this weapon. 

During the past year experimental 
models of a rugged and simple, yet light, 
mount for the air-cooled .30-caliber ma- 
chine gun have been made and thorough- 
ly field tested. In addition to being 
mounted in armored vehicles, this gun 
is the automatic weapon of the rifle 
troops of horse regiments. In the latter, 
it is carried in pack, the ripod being 
permanently attached to the gun. Added 
to this feature, which enables the gun 
to go into and out of action with great 
rapidity, the mount possesses a high de- 
gree of stability in firing. 

A considerable lightening in weight of 
some of the Cavalry pack load acces- 
sories and certain pack loads has been 
arrived at. This is of considerable im- 
portance in maintaining maximum 
mobility of the combat equipment of 
horse Cavalry. 

Funds should be provided for con- 
tinuance of the project, already well be- 
gun, to modify McClellan saddles. The 
wisdom of this change has been amply 
demonstrated in regiments that have so 
far been furnished the modified equip- 
ment. 

Private Mounts 

In the past year legislation caused the 
reduction of the authorized number of 
private mounts from two to one. In my 
branch this resulted in a great many of- 
ficers below field grade being forced to 
dispose of their second mount at a con- 
siderable sacrifice. 

A study of the private mount situa- 
tion in the leading armies of the world 
discloses a rather liberal attitude on the 
part of the governments concerned. In 
general, mounted officers either own 
their mounts or the government fur- 
nishes them. In most cases, if the gov- 
ernment furnishes a mount it likewise 
permits the officer to maintain one or 
more private mounts. If the mount is 
furnished by the government it is main- 
tained and foraged. The same is equally 
true for the authorized number of 
privately owned mounts. 

If contemplated legislation does away 
entirely with mounted pay, it will work 
a drastic hardship on all mounted of- 
ficers in the grade of captain and below. 

In the event that legislation precludes 
mounted pay I earnestly recommend 
that the government forage and maintain 
two privately owned mounts for all 
mounted officers. 

I am convinced that the high standard 
of horsemanship and horsemastership, as 
evidenced during the past twenty-five 
years can, in part, be attributed to the 
liberal attitude and encouragement of- 
ficers received from government with re- 
spect to their private mounts. 

It is urgently hoped that nothing 
further will be done to affect the status 
of the privately owned mounts in the 
American Army. 

Efficiency of Cavalry 

T am convinced that the general effi- 
ciency of our Cavalry. in spite of its 
shortages of men, is improving yearly. 
This improvement and the vital necessity 
for Cavalry, both mechanized and horse, 
is forcibly impressed on all at each 
maneuver where Cavalry participates 
with othér arms. 
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Extracts from the annual report of 
Maj. Gen. B. D. Foulois, Chief of the 
Air Corps, for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1982, follow: 

Personnel 

The Commissioned strength of the Air 
Corps, exclusive of officers detailed to 
the Air Corps, shows a net gain of 18 
officers during the fiscal year 1932 as 
compared to the gain of 33 during the 
fiscal year 1931 and 146 during the fiscal 
year 1930. The only method available 
to the Air Corps, by which the strength 
may be increased, is by the voluntary 
transfer of officers commissioned in other 
branches. This method is not practical 
as indicated by the fact that the Air 





Corps is now 396 officers under strength. 
This condition could easily be remedied 
if authorization were obtained to com- 
mission into the Air Corps from civil 
life those individuals who, as flying 
cadets, are graduated from the Air Corps 
Training Center and commissioned Sec- 
ond Lieutenants in the Air Corps Re- 
serve. Practically all of these graduates 
are excellent material for the Regular 
Army, most of them graduates of recog- 
nized colleges, and it is believed a very 
large number of them would welcome 
the opportunity of securing commission 
in the Air Corps, Regular Army. 

Since the passage of the Air Corps 
Act, July, 1926, the commissioned 
strength of the Air Corps has increased 
from 884 to 1254, a total of 370, or an 
average annual gain of 61.7 officers. Dur- 
ing the last two fiscal years the increase 
has been only 51, or an average annual 
gain of 25.5 officers. As the shortage is 
now 396 officers, based on the experience 
of the past two years, the Air Corps will 
not reach its authorized strength for 
many years, unless provision is made for 
accepting candidates from civil life for 
commission in the Air Corps, Regular 
Army. 

Physical Examinations for Flying 

The total number of examinations 
for flying made and reviewed dur- 
ing the year (calendar year 1931) is 
slightly less than 10,000. Of those ex- 
amined for cadet training 60% were 
found disqualified. In this connection 
it is gratifying to note that the percent- 
age of candidates successfully complet- 
ing the flying course during the year has 
materially increased. For the three 
classes of cadets it is 41%, 39%, and 
40.4%, and the present class at Kelly 
Field bids fair to surpass this. 

Aircraft Accidents 

Experience justifies the view that 
minor defects waived for pilot’s duty 
where experience compensates for the 
defects do not affect the incidence of air- 
craft accidents. 

The following is a study made of all 
aircraft accidents for 1931, including 
Regulars and Reserves, but not stu- 
dents:

Deductions made from this analysis 
are debatable in that personality defects 
are determined in relation to nervongs 
and mental qualities believed to be the 
ideal for flying. In each instance the 
éxisting defect was uniformly reported 
in a series of physical examination re 
ports, antedating the accident. The fig. 
ures are of value only in emphasizing 
the fact that a particular and well eo. 
ordinated neuro-psychic make-up is m 
quired for successful flying performance 
and that the human element preponder. 
ates as a cause for aircraft accidents. 

Materiel 

First-aid kits are used on all airplanes 
on missions that take place away from 
the field. 

Corrective goggles.—The greatest de 
mand for corrective goggles as pilots 
grow older is concerned with near vision, 
The most popular and best suited type 
is constructed by means of a hinged lens 
behind the ordinary goggle lens. Some 
pilots who habitually wear glasses pre 
fer a large type of goggle that is wom 
over their glasses. A more accurate 
method for fitting corrective goggles has 
been studied and this study is still m- 
dergoing further consideration. 

Carbon-Monoxide detectors have been 
procured and a series of tests conducted 
at various fields.

Nicaraguan Bandit Contact 


Lt. Col. Calvin B. Matthews, USMC, 
commanding the Nicaraguan National 
Guard detachment, reported to the De- 
partment Nov. 7 that Lt. Virgil Hays 
(Corporal USMC) and a Guardia patrol 
had contact with a group of 90 bandits, 
Nov. 5 in the Eastern Nueva Segovia 
province in central Nicaragua about 20 
miles southeast of Ocotal.

Patrols from Ocotal and Palacaguina 
under Lt. John M. Stanko (Corporal 
USMC) and Lt. Cuadna had contact 
with a scattered group of over one 
hundred bandits under leaders Salgado, 
Benavides, Chavarria and Calderon at 
11 a..m., November 1, six miles from the 
town of Telpaneca, Nueva Segovia 
Province. The bandits’ casualties were 
four killed.

Commended by Secretary 

The Secretary of the Navy has sent 
letters of commendation to Lt. (jg) Lan- 
nie Conn, USN, Amedee J. Beaudoin, 
Aviation Pilot 1cl, USN, Howard H. 
Brewer, Aviation Machinist’s Mate 2cl, 
USN, and Nicholas L. Gotto, Aviation 
Machinist’s Mate 3cl, USN, attached to 
the Naval Fleet Air Base, Coco Solo, 
C. Z., for their efforts to rescue the crew 
of patrol seaplane P2D-1, which crashed 
in Manzanillo Bay, Colon Harbor, on 
Sept. 1, 1932. 

The letters state: - 

“It is noted that the water surround- 
ing the plane was covered with ethyl 
mixed gasoline, which had come from 
tanks of the crashed plane and is very 
painful to the body and considered dan- 
gerous to the lungs when taken inter- 
nally. Nevertheless, you dived into the 
Bay upon arrival at the scene of the 
crash and made every effort within your 
power in rescuing the crew of the plane, 
thus exposing yourself to painful burns. 

“Your action in thus going to the 
rescue of the crew at the risk of injury 
to yourself is in keeping with the high- 
est traditions of the Navy and is ex- 
pressive of great personal courage and 
devotion to duty.

The Navy Team—1932 
By E. E. “RIP” MILLER 
Head Football Coach 
U.S. Naval Academy 

Quite often a distant view of a situa- 
tion gives a better picture than a close- 
up. In this respect it remained for a dis- 
tinguished college president, Doctor 
Knoles, to put into a few words the 
major idea back of Navy football. At 
a recent meeting before the National Col- 
legiate Athletic Association Dr. Knowles 
said, “I have also noticed this, as an ad- 
ministrator and also as a professor, that 
the easiest time in the year in which to 
maintain the morale of the whole student 
body is in the football season.” A little 
later in the same address; “You are giv- 
ing America not a defensive mechanism 
—far from that—you are giving America 
an offensive objective; and the reflex 
action of that teaching which is so es- 
sential to the development of a strong, 
vigorous game, in which the essence is 
= only holding the ball, but advanc- 
Free 

When the doctor talks about holding 
the ball and advancing it he is right 
at the heart of his subject, for after 
all any team that can do those two 
things with assurance is a good team. 

The worst prophets in the world are 
football coaches when it comes to their 
own sport and particularly their own 
team. For this reason I shall not at- 
tempt to predict Navy’s progress along 
the hard road to Army on December 3. 
By approaching the situation from an- 
other angle I shall state what has been 
done to develop the Navy team, how 
the players are measuring up, and touch 
upon what the opposition has to offer. 
From this the reader may form his own 
conclusions. 

The powerful Rockne system is only 
two years old at the Naval Academy. 
Due to its intricate timing and demand 








for basic power a team must literally 
grow into the system from short pants 
up. I would say that the Navy team jg 
still a little young in the mid-Westery 
offense to get the most out of it. Nearly 
half the squad still show evidence of be. 
ing Warner-minded as the result of their 
Plebe training under that system. 

Navy’s 1932 backfield is unusually 
fast. The greatest difficulty in the bal} 
advancing division is the need of an ex. 
perienced and crafty field-general. Each 
year the strategy of football becomes q 
little more difficult and complicated ang 
for this reason the truly great quarter. 
backs are thinned down by comparison, 
Even a few years ago in the days of 
the Four Horsemen, quarterbacks didn’t 
have to have quite as fine an edge on 
their strategy as they do today. In 19% 
the shift was brought to a stop by the 
rules. This made a decided change in 
football and added to the difficulties of 
a quarterback. Two years later, 1926, 
a penalty was added for second inconm- 
pleted forward pass. Simple as the 
change appears on the surface it pro- 
duced added difficulties in making first 
downs. 1927 witnessed a number of 
“dead-ball” rules which permitted the op- 
position to take longer chances. And 
so on during the past five years. each 
new change calling for more time in 
training the men who give signals on 
the field. What is really needed is a 
post-graduate school for quarterbacks 
embracing a course in international! law 
and public speaking for the voice. 

The Navy line is rather green from 
“ear to ear” as some of our opponent 
scouts express it. There is excellent ma- 
terial in the Navy front wall and if it 
matures by the middle of November we 
should be “loaded for bears.” 

In Chung-Hoon a promising triple 
threat is offered to our opponents. Chung 
runs like a machine on roller bearings, 
he passes accurately and fast and is be- 
ginning to kick with consistency. Added 
to this he performs entirely as a result 
of an inborn understanding of the game. 
On defense he is hard to trick and in- 
variably fulfills his assignment near the 
line of scrimmage and not twenty yards 
farther on. 

Broken-field running is being stressed 
and to this end Navy backs have been 
drilled along an irregular course of spare 
tires into which they must step as they 
advance with the ball. 

Our end runs are able to produce yard- 
age this season because our ends have 
arrived at that stage where they can 
function mechanically with the backfield 
in a whippet-like attack on the opposi- 
tion. 

For purposes of pointing and training 
the Navy schedule of nine games has 
been divided into three groups. 

The early October bracket (consisting 
of William and Mary, Washington and 
Lee, and Ohio University) was listed as 
a period of trial and error. We erred 
against William and Mary by putting 
on a series of fumbles and blocked kicks. 
A revamped team the following week 
produced a smooth offense and defeated 
the Generals by six touchdowns. 

The mid-season group of Princetod, 
Pennsylvania, and Columbia, represents 
heavy marching for the midshipmet. 
Columbia is new after many years 
absence on the schedule, but already 
Columbia has shown enough power t0 
defeat most of the teams listed on our 
schedule. 

The last groups, Maryland, Notre 
Dame, and Army, and offers Maryland 
as the easiest of the Three Musketeers. 
Navy has not won from Army since 1921 
and never from Notre Dame in the sit 
games played. 

Looking back over the Navy's fifty 
years of scoring it becomes evident that 
there is a quality in midshipmen teams 
that often rises up and beats the best 
of them. Navy has lost some easy games, 
but on the other hand victories have 
been gained which according to all the 
laws of physics, chemistry and biology 
should have gone to the opposition. 

Barring upsets, 1932 should end as oné 
of those inspired years producing 2 great 
game somewhere along the line.

ARMY FOOTBALL 

Cambridge, Mass.—Army’s team drove 
up and down Soldiers Field Saturday 
afternoon and administered to Harvard 
the worst licking in its modern football 
history. The score was 46 to 0. 

The Cadets ripped the Crimson def- 
enses to pieces. 

When Pick Vidal, Jack Buckler, Ken 
Fields and Travis Brown got through 
ripping through the Crimson works, 
Cowboy Elliott, Paul Johnson, Bull 
Frentzell and Joe Stancook continued, 
sweeping off the tackles, cutting the cen- 
ter of the line, catching passes out of 
the hands of secondary defenders, run- 
ning back kicks, intercepting adverse 
heaves. 

Less spectacularly, the Army line 
smashed back the Harvard center and 
the Army blockers dove into potential 
Harvard tacklers. 

Early in the game, Harvard aban- 
doned its running game and turned to 
the air. It tried 15 passes, completed 
five of them for a total of 56 yards and 
had three intercepted, each one starting 
the Cadets off on a scoring drive. Har- 
vard punted 12 times and the Army 


safety men ran them back for a total of 
114 yards. 

It took a long search through Har- 
vard’s football records to find a more 
decisive reversal. Forty-eight years ago, 
when a touchdown counted but four 
points, Yale crushed its ancient foe, 48 
to 0, since then Princeton and Dart- 
mouth have piled up scores of 30 points 
or more while holding the Crimson at 
bay. 

Saturday’s victory was only the third 
that the Cadets have registered over the 
Crimson since they became football 
rivals in 1895.

THE ARMY AND NAVY will pay to their new commander-in-chief when he 
assumes office the same high degree of respect and loyalty they have shown to his 
predecessors. President Roosevelt will expect it, he is entitled to it, and he will 
receive it. The people having spoken, the Army and Navy of the United States 
will obey with the cheerful and ready compliance, which always has expressed their 
loyal response to the order of duly constituted authority. There is no partisan poli- 
tics in the Army and Navy. There is only obedient and willing service. When Mr. 
Roosevelt shall have been inaugurated, the official representatives of the Regular 
Establishments, the Chief of Staff and the Acting Chief of Operations, will call to 
pay their respects and to offer the respects of the officers and men they command. 
Thus from the highest ranking officer to the lowest grade of enlistment. Mr. Roose- 
velt will be assured of the fealty of the Armed forces, of their excellent state of 
discipline and of their ability and purpose to work according to his constitutional 





WE SHALL HOPE THAT MR. ROOSEVELT will be the “sincere and loyal 
and fearless friend of National Defense” described by Representative McSwain in 
his letter to the AkMy AND Navy JourNAL. We are told that in his boyhood he 
wished to enter the Naval Academy and become a naval officer. He realized his 
ambition to serve as Assistant Secretary of the Navy. His interest in naval affairs 
is shown by his possession of a fine collection of books and prints devoted to the 
Navy. He took a large part in the development of the Navy under the great 1916 
program, which ended in scrapping as a result of the Washington agreement. He 
informed the AkMy AND Navy JouRNAL that he favors “adequate National defense”. 
He spoke in California on the value of a Navy for commerce. All these are on the 
positive side. They offer promise. On the negative side are the declaration: “We 
propose to reduce the operation costs of your Federal Government by no less than 
25%. We plan to consolidate departments.” Again, he has endorsed 100% the 
democratic platform, containing the plank pledging a survey so that the people “may 
not be burdened by an expenditure fast approaching a billion dollars”. When he 
examines item by item the expenditures for the Services, not only will he find that 
they nowhere approach a billion dollars, but are actually more than one-third less, 
and, moreover, he will find that there can be no reduction except at the price of 
efficiency. 


THEN, TOO, PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT will have to face the determined ef- 
fort of the democratic leaders in Congress to reduce the commissioned strength of 
the Army. Representative Collins, before the election, gave assurances that he 
would not renew his attempt to effect such reduction during the coming session ; he 
will act when complete democratic control of the Federal Government is in opera- 
tion. In view of the repudiation by the people of the republican policies, the 
Mississipian will, perhaps, consider that he has a mandate to carry out the plan 
to cut, and he will be better equipped for success through the large majority his 
party has in the Senate and House and their ability to pass measures despite demo- 
cratic defection, and by the influence Mr. Garner will be able to wield as President 
of the Senate. Will Mr. Roosevelt oppose this purpose? We do not know, and the 
Governor continues silent. But we do know there is a strong National Defense 
sentiment in the Nation, and even in Mr. Collins’ district, as his small nomination 
majority demonstrates; and we repeat that that sentiment, deep bedded in the 
American heart, demands there shall be no lowering of the present minimum for the 
Army and that the Navy shall be built up to the limits permitted by the London 
Treaty. 


IF IT BE TRUDE, AS IS GENERALLY conceded, that all of the policies of 
President Hoover were repudiated by the overwhelming vote of the people, then it 
is permissable to say that the seal of disapproval was placed upon the disarmament 
negotiations which have been passed by the Administration. There is no doubt there 
was registered popular and emphatic objection to our activity in foreign affairs and 
especially in connection with the League of Nations. President Hoover asked in 
his Minneapolis speech that Mr. Roosevelt state his stand upon disarmament. Mr. 
Roosevelt made no response. We recall that Norman Davis, a democrat, who has 
been actively conferring in London and Paris and Rome, called upon the Governor 
at Albany. Did Mr. Roosevelt express approval of what Mr. Davis was doing and 
planned to do? No one other than the participants in the conference can say. But 
it is obvious, in spite of optimistic reports from abroad, that the negotiations are 
dragging on with wearying repetitions, that there is no real purpose on the part of 
the Great Powers to disarm, and that in Congress there is a growing indisposition 
to spend any more money on the chase of a chimera. It is the desire of Mr. Roose- 
velt to be a popular President. It is suggested that a step in this direction would 
be the development of the Navy to treaty equality. We shall hope that Mr. Vin- 
son, who will continue as head of the House Naval Committee, will induce the 
Governor when in Washington to take this step. 











NATIONAL DEFENSE HAS SUFFERED a great loss in the death of John 
Edward Jenks, the able and forceful editor of the Army and Navy Register. To its 
patriotic service he dedicated during thirty-four years the vigor of manhood and 
the ripeness of middle age. To him is due the tribute that he not only served his 
country but his fellow man; for his charities were many fold and of broad under- 
standing, and the young men and women who received collegiate education through 
his beneficence have entered upon life with that better chance which was denied 
to their benefactor. To those associdted with him, we extend our sympathy, and 


those who knew him—and they were largely of the Army and Navy-—will feel as 
does the Akw@y Anp Navy JourNar,—that a stalwart, gallant soul has gone and left 


a void that cannot be filled.

K. K. A.—The 33rd Ordnance Con- 
pany is stationed at Rock Island Ar. 
senal, Ill. Examinations for appoint- 
ment to the three higher noncommis- 
sioned grades, Ordnance Department are 
held once a year. Examinations are 
given to men of any grade in the Orié- 
nance Department who appear to be 
qualified to serve as noncommissioned 
officers and to enlisted men not below 
the grade of sergeant in other branches. 
Enlisted men who complete the course 
at the Ordnance Field Service School, 
Raritan Arsenal, New Jersey, usually 
attain a higher rating in the examina- 
tion, and therefore are placed at the 
head of the eligible list for promotion. 
A.R. 350-1210 and Ordnance Department 
No. 13 fully cover the scope of the ex- 
amination and courses given at the Ord- 
nance Field Service School. Under 
present recruiting regulations a soldier 
would not be permitted to enlist at West 
Point for setvice at Rock Island Arsenal. 
However, if he so desires, he may submit 
application for transfer in grades of pri- 
vate at his own expense.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Filling of Service Vacancies.—It is not supposed in service circles that there will 
be any undue delay in the filling of service vacancies occurring prior to the 
inauguration of President-elect Roosevelt. Naturally, there was some disposition 
to believe that President Hoover would not fill vacancies in which his successor 
might be interested—or at least not fill them without consulting Governor Roose- 
velt. However, there is a feeling that service appointments are, as they certainly 
should be, free from political influence. It is pointed out that during his entire 
service in the White House President Hoover never has asked the War Depart- 
ment to send over the name of any individual for appointment nor has he failed 
to concur in any of the War Department’s recommendations for appointments. 
In the Navy there was the incident of the withdrawal of the recommendations 
of a selection board, which, while it was currently said that Mr. Hoover did not 
want to approve it unless it carried the name of a certain officer, it was explained 
officially at both ends that the names were withdrawn on the initiative of the 
Navy Department. Few Presidents, it has said, has given the Departments the 
whole-hearted support that Mr. Hoover has in the matter of approving recommen- 
dations for appointments to important posts. Because of his service as Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Roosevelt may feel that he will want to take a greater 
part in making the selections. 

Of outstanding importance in the vacancies to be created is that of Chief of 
Naval Operations, Admiral Pratt being due for retirement in four months. It is 
entirely possible that in a key post of that type occurring so late in the President’s 
term, Mr. Hoover will leave it open for his successor to fill. 

In the Army, there is one vacancy for a brigadier general occurring January 
1, 1933, for which Presidential nomination already has been sent to the Senate 
and is there pending confirmation. That is the appointment of Col. Alfred T. 
Smith, assistant Chief of Staff, G-2, to be a brigadier general. 

A number of vacancies for chiefs of branches and their assistants will occur 
in the Army. Maj. Gen. Charles H. Bridges completes his four-year detail as The 
Adjutant General on Dec. 31. Brig. Gen. Edward L. Munson, assistant to the 
Surgeon General of the Army, retires Dec. 27. Brig. Gen. Francis LeJ. Parker 
completes his tour as Chief of the Bureau of Insular Affairs Jan. 8, while Maj. Gen. 
Stephen O. Fuqua, chief of Infantry, and Maj. Gen. Henry L. Gilchrist, chief of 
Chemical ‘Warfare Service, fill out their four-year terms March 27. There will be 
additional army appointments for Mr. Roosevelt to fill early in his term. Brig. 
Gen. James F. McKinley, assistant to the Adjutant General, completes his four- 
year detail July 15; Brig. Gen. Louis H. Bash, assistant to the Quartermaster 
General, completes his tour Sept. 18; Maj. Gen. Lytle Brown, chief of Engineers, 
on Sept. 30; Maj. Gen. Blanton Winship, Judge Advocate General, retires Nov. 30, 
and Col. Julian FE. Yates, chief of chaplains, completes his tour Dec. 22, in 1933. 














Right to Vote in Texas.—Latest returns from Texas indicate that the constitutional 
amendment permitting retired officers and men of the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps to vote and hold office in that State has been adopted with a majority of two 
to ene. The amendment was submitted to the voters by the state legislature as the 
result of activity by Col. P. J. Hennessey, USA-Ret. 
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Colonel Hennessey, who is vice president of the Great American Life Under. 
writers, Inc., of San Antonio and national director of its government personne 
division, made a number of radio speeches in behalf of the amendment and led the 
campaign in its favor. 

Colonel Hennessey’s wide circle of friends in and out of the service are cop. 
gratulating him on the successful fight to restore the franchise in Texas to other. 
wise eligible retired officers and men living there.

Army Retirements.—Two officers of the Army were ordered retired, effective Noy. 
30, 1932, in War Department orders this week. Both were retired on age. They 
are Col. Julius T. Conrad, AGD, and Chaplain Stephen R. Wood, both of whom 
reached the age of 64 on Noy. 9, 1932. 

Colonel Conrad, who is the Adjutant General of the Third Corps Area, was 
born in West Virginia and entered West Point by appointment from the United 
States at large. He was originally commissioned a second lieutenant of Cavalry 
in June, 1892, and assigned to duty along the Mexican border. There he early 
distinguished himself as an energetic and aggressive leader of patrols in pursuit 
of bandits, for which he received the commendation of the department commander.

Type B-5 Pilot’s Helmet.—A new helmet which is especially comfortable to any 
shape of face or neck was developed at the Material Division, Wright Field. This 
helmet has adjusting cords around the binding edges, and the chin strap has beet 
eliminated in favor of a piece of soft leather material which is fitted over the 
chin with a cut-out for the point of the chin to come through. The new helmet 
has been found more comfortable than the old type with the strap coming under 
the chin which, pilots complained, chafed the neck and often had a choking effect. 
The material used in the new type is a single thickness of lamb shearling without 
the conventional outer leather shell. This conforms nicely to the shape of the 
head. Chin guard and straps are of leather. 

The Material Division at Wright Field also announces that a mechanic’s helmet 
and cap are combined in a new mechanic’s cap which, when worn on the ground 
in work about the airplane, with the visor in front, offers protection to the eye 
and face from the slipstream and dust and sun. and when turned around with 
the visor to the back and the inside flaps pulled out forms a helmet for short 
flights. The cap is made of mercerized cotton cloth to match the mechanics 
coveralls.

Sept. 1-15, 1931. The results of these 
matches showed considerable improve- 
ment over those of the previous years, 
put as to the number of entrants and the 
scores made. As the equipment in use 
is only slightly different than that used 
during the Fiscal Year 1931, improved 
results were principally due to more ex- 
tensive training. The results of this 
year’s firing are still not up to the de- 
sired standard and further efforts are 
being made to stress this type of train- 
ing. Failures to attain the desired 
standards were due in a large measure 
to the lack of suitable ranges. 


Tactical Training 

The Directive for Air Corps Training 
was made much more comprehensive 
than in previous years, giving a break- 
down for air training under Attack, 
Bombardment, Observation and Pursuit 
and specifying the minimum require- 
ments stated in terms of hours per pilot 
or observer per year to be spent on each 
phase of training. Unfortunately the 
system of allocation of flying hours 
would not provide for sufficient time for 
tactical units to comply with these mini- 
mum requirements and a thorough test 
of the efficiency of the new Training Di- 
rective was not possible. The training 
of tactical units of the Air Corps during 
the fiscal year 1932 was as satisfactory 
as could be expected with the shortage 
of flying time, but was below the stand- 
ard desired. 

Tactical training of all Attack, Pursuit 
and Bombardment units within the con- 
tinental limits of the United States was 
further handicapped by cancellation of 
the Annual Air Corps Command and 
Staff Exercises. The tactical efficiency 
of Air Corps units culminates with their 
ability to function with other branches 
of the Air Corps as a team. In addition 
to the failure to obtain this combined 
coordinated training these units were 
unable to practice methods of attack and 
defense against formations of other 
types of aircraft, which training has al- 
ways been inherent in these exercises. 

Proficiency in aerial gunnery and 
bombing as evidenced by the scores sub- 
mitted during this period had improved 
to a considerable extent but is still be- 
low the desired standard. 


Reserve Personnel . 

The total number of Reserve officers 
showed an increase for the fiscal year, 
due to the large number of graduates 
from the Air Corps Training Center, 
and to the fact that no Regular Army 
examinations were authorized. 

These officers have demonstrated that 
they are, in practically all cases, most 
desirable material for commission in the 
Regular Army and it is regretted that 
sufficient vacancies are not available to 
permit commissioning a sufficient number 
to bring the Air Corps commissioned per- 
sonnel to the number contemplated by 
the Five-Year Program. 


Flight Surgeons 

The allowance of flight surgeons con- 
tinues to be inadequate, due to the pro- 
portionate shortage of officers author- 
ized from the Medical Department as a 
whole. This shortage makes it difficult 
to render the type of medical service 
that is desired to Air Corps troops and 
likewise difficult to keep abreast of con- 
tinuous progress in aviation medicine. 

The number of Dental Surgeons at Air 
Corps stations is likewise noticeably 
inadequate.

engine. This vehicle is now under test 
in a platoon of experimental tanks at 
Fort Benning, Georgia. 

Convertible Medium Tanks, T3 (Chris- 
tie): Seven vehicles of the convertible 
wheel and track type were procured un- 
der a contract from the U. S. Wheel 
Track Layer Corporation. Three of these 
vehicles, known as Convertible Medium 
Tanks, T3, are undergoing test by the 
Infantry, and four, known as Combat 
Cars, T1, by the Cavalry. This tank 
weighs approximately 11 tons and is 
powered with a 12-cylinder Liberty en- 
gine. It carries a crew of two men, one 
driver and one gunner. 

Tank Accessories—Radio Equipment: 
During the past year the Ordnance De- 
partment has cooperated with the Signal 
Corps in an effort to equip combat ve- 
hicles with satisfactory means of signal 
communication. When new designs are 
being initiated careful consideration is 
given to the size and power requirements 
of the latest improved types of radio 
receiving and transmitting sets.

Guns and Mounts 

Improved Caliber .22 Rifle—During 
the year an improved design of caliber 
.22 rifle has been worked out which will 
greatly increase its ruggedness and 
durability and will effect large economics 
through reduced cost of upkeep and re- 
pair. Five experimental caliber .22 M2 
rifles were manufactured and_ tested. 
The test indicated that the change would 
accomplish the purpose intended and 
future lots of caliber .22 rifles manufac- 
tured for the service will be of the im- 
proved type.

T1E2 (Garand Type)—During the year 
a caliber .30 semi-automatic rifle, follow- 
ing the same general design as the 
caliber .276 Garand semi-automatic rifle, 
was completed at Springfield Armory 
and passed a successful ordnance test 
at Aberdeen Proving Ground. As a re- 
sult of the recommendation of the War 
Department Semi-Automatic Rifle Board, 
and subsequent action thereon by the 
War Department, the Ordnance Depart- 
ment has undertaken the manufacture of 
eighty caliber .30 Garand semi-auto- 
matic rifles which will be finished about 
April, 1933, after which they will be 
given a prolonged test in the hands of 
troops to determine whether or not this 
type of rifle shall be finally adopted for 
the rearmament of the Army. 

Anti-Aircraft Artillery Guns and 
Mounts: 3” A. A. Gun Material, M 1917 
—About 160 of these guns and carriages 
were manufactured during the war and 
are now in service. The ballistics and 
other features are fairly satisfactory but 
are capable of improvement so they will 
be the equal of later models which have 
been developed. Improvements consist 
in raising the trunnions about 10 inches 
to increase the facility of loading, the 
introduction of roller bearings in the 
trunnions, providing improved elevating 
and traversing mechanisms, equipping 
the mounts with receivers for use with 
the anti-aircraft director, and installing 
continuous fuze setters. Ten sets of 
parts for modifying the carriages have 








been manufactured in the past year; it 
is contemplated modifying at least 10 
mounts each year until all are modified. 

Primers and Igniters—An extensive 
program for the investigation of non- 
corrosive primer compositions has been 
conducted during the past several years 
with very promising results. All of the 
ingredients used in foreign and domestic 
commercial primers, as well as other 
compounds which seemed to indicate 
promise, have been tested. Non-corrosive 
primers are now specified in the pur- 
chase of caliber .22 and caliber .30 Model 
1898 ammunition. Limited quantities of 
ealiber .30 ammunition containing the 
non-corrosive primer have been manu- 
factured and are undergoing surveillance 
tests. 

Substitutes for Strategic and Critical 


Materials: Tungsten — The high-speed 
tool steel composition, reported last 


year as having been developed and which 
contains none of the strategic material 
tungsten, has been manufactured com- 
mercially, and for the past year has 
been under test on regular production 
work in the various manufacturing 
arsenals. No trouble has been experi- 
enced with this composition. and it is 
considered a satisfactory substitute for 
the standard tungsten high-speed tool 
steel. 

Substitute for Silk in Pyrotechnic 
Parachutes—During the fiscal year 1932 
tests were conducted at Aberdeen Prov- 
ing Ground with flares utilizing para- 
chutes made from voile, batiste, sunsilk, 
and light weight rayon. These tests in- 
dicated that all parachutes, except those 
made from voile, were satisfactory as 
substitutes for imported silk. In view of 
the fact that rayon appears to be most 
promising, due to its availability in large 
quantities, emphasis is being placed at 
present on this material. It is being 
subjected now to exaggerated storage 
conditions, after which additional tests 
of flares equipped with rayon parachutes 
will be conducted at Aberdeen Proving 
Ground. 

Silk Cloth for Cartridge Bags—A con- 
siderable number of the 500 charges for 
the 155 mm Howitzer, and the 100 
charges for the 155 mm Gun, assembled 
with cotton cartridge bags, which were 
sent to Fort Bragg for service test in 
regular traget practice. have been fired 
with satisfactory results. It is expected

that these tests will result in the ap- 
proval of the cotton cloth as a satisfac- 
tory substitute for silk cartridge cloth 
for all weapons except major caliber 
guns and minor caliber howitzers. 

Personnel—On June 30, 1932, the 
Regular Army commissioned strength of 
the Ordance Department was 318, includ- 
ing 286 commissioned in the Department 
and 32 detailed in the Department. The 
present authorization, namely 322, is the 
maximum allowed under existing law al- 
though it is inadequate to meet fully the 
needs of the service. Each year the de- 
mand for additional Ordnance officers 
increases, but it is apparent that the 
number of officers available for duties 
other than those at present performed 
can not be increased without congres- 
sional action. 

On June 30, 1982, 28 warrant officers 
were serving with the Ordance Depart- 
ment Warrant officers are required for 
definite and distinctive duties which, in 
many cases, can not be performed as 
satisfactorily by civilians or noncommis- 
sioned officers. The present reduction 
authorization, therefore, is being severely 
felt. As late as April, 1926, there were 
43 warrant officers on duty with this 
Department, and a recent study shows 
that approximately that many are re- 
quired. 

The actual enlisted strength of the 
Ordnance Department on May 31, 1982, 
was 2,193, not including 47 Philippine 
Scouts. The authorized strength is 2,019 
enlisted men and 49 Philippine Scouts. 
This authorized strength is insufficient 
to meet fully the needs of the Depart- 
ment.

National Guard Notes 








Maj. Gen. Benjamin D. Foulois, Chief 
of Air Corps, in his annual report to the 
Secretary of War renewed his recommen- 
dation of last year, that some of the ob- 
servation squadrons of the National 
Guard be converted into air force units. 

“It is believed that under the Five- 
Year Program the number of Observa- 
tion units in the Army is not in propor- 
tion to the number of Air Force units,” 
he declared. 

“The training of the National Guard 
air units has progressed normally during 
the past fiscal year,” the report stated. 
“All tow-target missions formerly per- 
formed by Regular Air Corps personnel 
for National Guard ground units are 
now being performed by the Air Corps 
personnel of the National Guard. The 
National Guard air units have made 
noticeable progress in blind flying, night 
flying, and gunnery during the past 
year.”

Pending the printing of changes in AR 
40-105 (Medical Lepartment—Standards 
of Physical Examination for Entrance 
into the Regular Army, National Guard, 
and Organized Reserves), May 29, 1923, 
paragraph 48 of those regulations has 
been changed as follows: 

“48. Standards for candidates for 
commission.—The same as for applicants 
for enlistment except that for commission 
in the National Guard or Organized Pe- 
serves partial or full dentures (plates) 
are also acceptable in lieu of ‘servicable 
natural teeth’, provided such dentures 
are not conducive to pathological pro- 
cesses and hare satisfactorily restored 
function.”

The Lytton Report 

(An important portion of the report 
of the Lytton Commission is that deal- 
ing with the economic interests in Man- 
churia, The JourRNAav concludes its s8e- 
ries of excerpts from the report with the 
following on that vital phase of the 
problem): 

It is a fact that in South Manchuria, 
Japan is the largest foreign investor, 
whereas in North Manchuria the same is 
true of the U. S. S. R. Taking the three 
provinces as a whole, the Japanese in- 
vestments are more important than those 
of the U. S. S. R. although it is difficult 
to say to what extent because of the 
impossibility of obtaining reliable com- 
parative figures. 

According to a Japanese source of in- 
formation, Japanese investments were 
estimated in 1928 at about 1,500,000,000 
yen, a figure which, if correct. must have 
grown today to approximately 1,700,000,- 
000 yen. A Russian source puts Ja- 
panese investments at the present time 
at about 1,500,000,000 yen for the whole 
of Manchuria inclusive of the Kwantung 
Leased Territory, and at about 1,300,- 
000,.CO0 yen for the Three Provinces, the 
bulk of Japanese capital being invested 
in Liaoning Province. 

With regard to the nature of these in- 
vestments it will be found that the ma- 
jority of the capital has been devoted 
to transportation enterprises (mainly 
railways). agriculture, mining, and for- 
estry coming next. As a matter of fact, 
the Japanese investments in South Man- 
churia centre mainly round the South 
Manchuria Railway while the invest- 
ments of the U. S. S. R. in the North are 
to a great extent. directly or indirectly. 
linked up with the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way. 

Foreign investments other than Ja- 
panese are more difficult to estimate, and 
in spite of the helpful assistance of 





those immediately interested, the infor- 
mat o2 .btiined by the Commission has 
been »esgre. Most of the figures given 
by the Japanese are prior to 1917, and 
consequently out of date. For the U. S. 
S. R.. as has been stated, no definite 
estimate is possible. With regard to 
other countries, a recent Russian esti- 
mate for North Manchuria only, which 
it has not been possible to verify, indi- 
cates Great Britain as the next largest 
investor with $11,185,000 gold, followed 
by Japan with $9,229,400, the United 
States with $8,220,000, Poland with $5,- 
025,000, France with $1,760,000, Germany 
with $1,235,000, and miscellaneous in- 
vestments $1,129,600, making a total of 
$37,.784.400. For South Manchuria simi- 
lar figures are not available. 

The resources of Manchuria are great, 
and as yet not fully ascertained. For 
their development they require popula- 
tien, capital, technical skill, organisation 
and internal security. The population 
is almost entirely supplied by China. 
Large numbers of the existing popula- 
tion were born in provinces of North 
China where their family ties are still 
very clese. Capital, technical skill and 
organisation have hitherto chiefly been 
provided hy Japan in South Manchuria 
ani by Russia north of Changchun. 
Other fereign countries to a much smal- 
ler degree have interests throughout the 
Three Provinces but principally in the 
large cities. Their representatives have 
exercised a conciliatory influence in the 
recent years of political tension, and 
will continue to do so, provided that 
Japan. as the dominating economic 
Power. does not attempt to monopolise 
the field. The all-important problem at 
the present time is the establishment of 
on administration, acceptable to the pop- 
ulation and capable of supplying the last 
need—namely, the maintenance of law 
and order. 

No foreign Power could develop Man- 
churia or reap any benefit from an at- 
tempt to control it without the good will 
and wholehearted co-operation of the 
Chinese masses which form the bulk of 
the population, tilling its soil, and sup- 
plying the labor for practically every 
enterprise in the country. Neither will 
China ever be free from anxiety and 
danger unless these northern Provinces 
cease to afford a battle ground for the 
eonflicting ambitions of neighboring 
Powers. It is as necessary therefore for 
China to satisfy the economic interests 
of Janan in this territory as for Japan 
to recognise the unalterably Chinese 
character of its population.

Proper demonstration, the use of stink 
gas, no deaths and no injuries to speak 
of. Perhaps the critics, including Gen- 
eral Glassford, of the American Chief 
of Staff and his troops will think this 
over!

I am glad to see that the Navy De- 
partment has changed its mind as to 
listing in the Register the names of the 
enlisted men promoted to their highest 
war-time rank. They will be carried in 
next issue of the annual list, it has been 
decided, someone apparently coming to 
realize the injustice which was being 
done. They will not be included in the 
regular retired list, but will be carried 
separately. Commissions, however, will 
not be issued and the retired officers 
will have to be content with the letters 
of notification which they have received. 
The War Department, operating under 
the same war-time rank act, has decided 
to issue regular commissions to the re- 
tired personnel promoted by its provi- 
sions. Administration of a general law 
of this kind should be uniform and there 
is no cause for so slighting these two 
hundred retired officers of the Navy.
